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Sunshine George Cross will be play- 
ing their final home game for the 
season against Preston Lions on 
Sunday July 26 2009. 

What is also significant about this match 
is that it is the last football match to be 
played at this tiny ground in the heart of 
Sunshine. 

Chaplin Reserve has been used as a 
football venue since the early 1950’s when 
Sunshine City made it their home ground. 
In those days it was called Railway Re- 
serve and at a later stage it was re-named 
Garden’s Reserve, as it is part of the Sun- 
shine Gardens adjacent to the ground. 

The ground was finally named Chaplin 
Reserve. At the beginning of 1900 the 
whole area surrounding Chaplin Reserve 
was owned by leading Western Suburbs 
identity Mr. Hugh Victor McKay. (Better 
known as H.V. McKay). 

Mr McKay brought his farming business 
to Braybrook Junction from Ballarat in 
1904. At the time he bought 400 acres with 
the intention of building his manufacturing 
business close to the railway lines for easy 
access of his goods to all parts of the State 
and Braybrook Junction was well served by 
railway lines at the time. 

He also subdivided land so his work- 
ers can be close to their work. Mr. McKay 
re-named Braybrook Junction to Sunshine 
in 1907 after the name of the trade name 
of his new great invention the Sunshine 
Harvester. 

The company generated great success 
and revolutionised wheat harvesting at the 
time. At the peak of production Sunshine 


Harvester employed over 300 workers. 

McKay also inroduced electricity to the 
suburb and created open parklands and 
recreational areas. The huge Harvester 
worksite was located on the other side of 
the footbridge from Chaplin Reserve on 
land that occupied 76 acres. He funded the 
Presbyterian Church that stands next door 
to the ground in 1926. 

Mr. McKay also set up the Sunshine 
Bowls Club in 1912 but this club unfor- 
tunately folded a couple of years ago. 
MacKay also built the footbridge so his 
workers could walk over to the gardens in 
their lunch break and enjoy setting. 

All the works picnics were held in these 
gardens. Many a supporter has been seen 
watching George Cross matches from the 
bridge. There was sufficient land near the 
garden for recreation and sports clubs to 
use.

Sunshine Harvester Works Cricket 
Club was one of three cricket teams to use 
Anderson Road in 1926. In the late 1930’s 
Sunshine Football Club was playing Aus- 
tralian Rules at Railway Reserve, sharing 


the ground with the local Lacrosse club that 
had a life span between 1932 and 1941. 

The ground itself had a little shelter type 
grandstand where the current clubroom is 
located, before Sunshine City made it their 
home ground. 

City leased the ground from the Victo- 
rian Railways who had earlier purchased 
the land from Sunshien Harveter Works. 
George Cross football club first ventured 
into the Western Suburbs in 1966 when 
they used Selwyn Park as their home 
ground. The venture only lasted two sea- 
sons. 

The Georgies had trouble finding a 
ground after this and playing at Olympic 
Park was proving to be very expensive. In 
1981 George Cross began the new season 
at Selwyn Park, but after only 3 rounds 
Sunshine City agreed to sub-let Chaplin 
Reserve to George Cross for the remainder 
of the 1981 season. 

The move brought the to clubs closer to 
each other and by 1983 George Cross and 
Sunshine City became one club. The uncer- 
tainty about the future of this piece of land 
always hung over the club as a result little 
effort was made to improve the facilities. 

Sunshine George Cross’ time in the Na- 
tional League was also a testing one with 
the League continually telling the club to 
find another ground as the facilities were 
not up the N.S.L. standard. Though the club 
spent two brief seasons at Skinner Reserve 
in the late 1990’s, Sunshine George Cross 
officials would not move from Chaplin 
Reserve until Sunshine Council relocated 
the club a new home. 
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Years and years of promises have all 
fizzled into thin air. Around 1995 club 
officials found out that land owned by the 
Kennett Government was being sold off. 
Included in the sell off was the land known 
as the Railway Reserve in Sunshine. 

The club wasted no time and put in a bid 
of $250,000 for the land that was accepted 
by the Government. The deal was signed at 
the club’s 50th Anniversary Ball on Satur- 
day June 28 1997. 

The land has increased in value over the 
past 12 years and Sunshine George Cross is 
currently in the process of selling the land 
to an investement company. 

The ground that has been George Cross’ 
home ground for 326 Premier League and 
National League for the last 28 years will 
see its final game this coming Sunday. 

Sunshine fans will miss the old place and 
its intimidating surrounds, but as the saying 
goes all good things must come to an end. 

When the referee blows the whistle for 
the last time on Sunday, it will be the end. 

The club urges all Georgie fans and ev- 
ery other football supporter to come down 
and farewell a ground that has seen many a 
grand match.

“The Grassroots Football Facilities Fund 
recognises the important role that sporting 
clubs have in our community and that clubs 
around the country need support in improv- 
ing their facilities.” 

Buckley said that grants are available for 
one or a combination of initiatives such as 
the installation of rainwater tanks, im- 
provements to drainage, enhancements to 
change rooms, field of play improvements 
and portable goals for use in Optus Small- 
Sided Football. 

The grants will be available for two years 
over three funding rounds with a total fund- 
ing limit of $20,000 per club. 

The Grassroots Football Facilities Fund 
is made possible with funding support from 
the Federal Government.

Friday night football at Kevin Bartlett 
Reserve saw struggling Richmond 
host the Oakleigh Cannons. 

The home side was on a run of five 
consecutive losses, a promising start to the 
season evaporating along with any chance of 
making the finals. Oakleigh were still in the 
hunt for finals glory, and made one change to 
the side that had defeated Preston Lions 1-0 
in their last game, Dario Matkovic coming 
into the starting eleven at the expense of 
Stephen Hatzikostas. The Eagles lost skip- 
per Stuart McCluskey to an injury picked 
up in their 1-3 defeat by South Melbourne. 
This saw a recall for Andrew Viola, and the 
return from overseas trials of Richie Cardozo 
displaced Enes Sivic in the team that ran out 
onto the park. 

After three minutes of play there was a 
scare for Richmond when a free-kick from 
Josip Kozic bounced through a pack of play- 
ers in the penalty area and in front of Peter 
Zois, forcing him into a desperate save. Two 
minutes later Michael Catalano volleyed 
wide of the target at the other end when 
latching onto the ball beyond the far post fol- 
lowing a corner. 

The Eagles were showing promising signs 
that their best form was returning, a deflected 
twenty-five yard shot by Gary Wales running 
straight to Adrian Cagalj before his header 
from a Cardozo free-kick flashed just wide 
of the upright. In the eleventh minute Milos 
Lujic got around Stelios Drakos on the left 
inside the penalty area before shooting into 
the side netting with Wales and Cardozo 
well-placed for a cut-back. 

Danny Black was called into two saving 
tackles in the box in succession three minutes 
later, the second getting the ball off Trent 
Waterson as Oakleigh hit back at Richmond. 
Former Cannon Lujic sent in a dangerous 
cross which was headed clear six minutes 
later, just before Ricky Diaco headed a cross 
from Kozic wide. With the action intensify-

ing Terry Antoniadis played the ball to Cata- 
lano who had his cross flicked on by Lujic 
for Wales to fire a shot which Cagalj had 

to turn around the post. From the resulting 
corner Erhan Karahan arrived at the near post 
to head the ball into the net, but after initially 
awarding the goal referee Bruno D’ Aniello 
disallowed it for handball following the 
protests of the Oakleigh players forced a 
consultation with the assistant referee. 

The drama led to a quiet spell, which was 
broken in the thirty-first minute when the 
Eagles finally took the lead. Karahan and 
Cardozo combined down the left, with the 
cross from Cardozo unable to be punched 
away by Cagalj as it landed in heavy traffic, 
the ball bouncing to Catalano in plenty of 
space at the far post. Catalano got the ball 
onto his preferred left foot and then easily 
beat the Cannons defender who tried cover- 
ing the goal-line to fire the Eagles ahead. 

Matkovic blazed a shot wide four minutes 
later when getting the ball at the far post on 
the right. Approaching the break Lujic could 
only get a soft header on a cross which went 
straight to Cagalj. The home side comfort- 
ably held sway until the half-time whistle. 

It was the same old story for Richmond in 
the fifty-third minute, when Oakleigh found 
an equaliser from a corner. The initial ball 
was played back to taker Kozic who again 
sent it back into the penalty area, where 
it bounced offa group of players to Ivan 
Franjic at the far post, who finished with an 
acrobatic volley. 

Four minutes later a resurgent Oakleigh 
could have taken the lead, Diaco finding 
Kozic on the right and his cross was flicked 
well over the crossbar at the far post by 
Damianos. Richmond responded well, and 
on the hour regained the lead. Viola brought 
the ball out of defence and found Catalano, 
who delivered a superb ball over the top of 
a defender for Cardozo to run onto. Cardozo 
burst into the penalty area and slammed

a shot with the outside of his foot beyond

A minute later they had a claim for a 
penalty when a movement down the left 
saw Catalano get the ball up to Wales who 
released Lujic. Lujic beat a defender on the 
outside and then went down under a tackle 
as he tried to head for goal after reaching the 
line. In the seventieth minute Karahan also 
found Lujic down the left, the striker easily 
beating defender before crossing from out 
wide. The ball was cleared from the heavily- 
marked Wales at the near post, falling to 
Catalano near the penalty spot and he had 
little trouble in racking up a brace to put 
Richmond 3-1 up. 

Five minutes later Stelios Drakos got 
back to block a shot from Lujic on the edge 
of the area after he had flicked the ball up 
over a defender to create an opening. Sub- 
stitute Alex Rojas was involved immedi- 
ately after entering the fray, heading a Jerry 
Karpeh cross to Zois. Danny Black soon had 
to head away a threatening cross from Rojas 
before Bonel Obradovic was booked for a 
crude challenge on Stuart Wilson. 

Zois made a save late on from Karpeh 
before Kozic shot well wide. The final whis- 
tle came with the Eagles finally returning 
to the winner’s list, putting a serious dent 
in Oakleigh’s finals aspirations. Richmond 
will next travel for a daunting visit to league 
leaders Dandenong Thunder, whilst Oak-

At the end of this titanic encounter 
between third placed Altona Magic and 
final’s hopeful the Sunshine Georgies, 
it was the latter who walked off the park 
the most disappointed of the two sides 
in this 1-1 thriller.

The Thunder then squandered several oppor- 
tunities in the following minutes to go even 
further ahead, and the wasted chances might 
have cost the Thunder when Stefan Piorkowski 
scored a stunning long-range goal, pegging the 
deficit back to a solitary goal.

“Like I said to the players, Whittlesea have 
probably lost 90% of their games by one goal 
this year, so they’re never far away, they’re al- 
ways got a team that’s putting in a lot of effort, 
they gave a lot, but they’re just unfortunate 
they came up short most of their games by only 
one goal.

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Come the end of the season, Round 
13 of the Women’s Premier League 
may yet prove to be the defining 
round of the competition, as it looks 
to have had a significant impact on 
both the top and bottom of the lad- 
der.

Shortly 
after, with the game entering stoppage 
time, Camilleri was again on target to 
secure the win for Heidelberg, and inflict 
Inter’s second successive defeat. The result 
lifts Heidelberg to the top of the table, a 
point clear of Box Hill. 

Casey Comets overcame Sandringham 
1-0 in a tense match between two finals’ 
contenders. Sandringham had already 
claimed one top four scalp this week, 
having defeated Heidelberg United 2-1 on 
Monday night, but it was denied in its sec- 
ond in the cruellest fashion, losing to a sec- 
ond half own goal. Casey maintained third 
position on the ladder, level on points with 
fourth placed South Melbourne, and now 
just two behind Box Hill. It will now need 
to recover quickly, as it faces a Wednesday 
night road trip to play its catch-up match 
away at Bendigo Vipers. While, on paper, 
not a match that would be expected to be

troublesome, success may well depend on 
whether Casey can produce its full strength 
team for such a lengthy mid-week journey. 
Sandringham remains sixth on the ladder, 
level on points with Ashburton. 

South Melbourne bounced back from its 
defeat at Ashburton to trounce Preston Li- 
ons 6-1 at Albert Park. Melinda Aloisio and 
Marcela Marques gave the home side a 2-0 
half time advantage, before South turned 
on the style in the second half to score a 
further four goals. Laura Spiranovic scored 
twice, with Aloisio adding another two to 
complete her hat-trick. Zaklina Apostolovs- 
ka scored a consolation effort for Preston. 
The victory, South’s seventh of the season, 
keeps in fourth on the ladder but still level

pegging with third placed Casey. Preston 
remains in seventh spot and, baring major 
upsets, seems set to finish the season there. 
Bendigo Vipers and GRFA played out 
a crucial match at Quay Reserve, with 
the result extremely likely to determine 
which team will ultimately be relegated at 
the end of the season. Bendigo emerged 
triumphant in a classic battle, in which the 
lead changed hands three times. Bendigo 
opened the scoring midway through the 
first half, before the home side equalised 
eight minutes before the break. GRFA then 
took the lead ten minutes after the interval, 
but, fifteen minutes from time, Bendigo 
scored two goals in as many minutes to 
turn the game on its head. Paige Condor 
scored twice, and Sarah Richardson once 
for the visiting team, while Angela Ni- 
colovski and Anne Salte were on target for 
GRFA. The victory, Bendigo’s first for the 
year, lifts it over GRFA and off the foot of 
the ladder. It now has five points to GRFA’s 
three, and both teams face difficult opposi- 
tion for the remainder of the season. GRFA 
will need to find something extremely 
special in its four remaining matches if it 
is to avoid an immediate return to State 
League One. 
Round 14 of the WPL kicks off at Comets 
Stadium next Sunday, with Casey Com- 
ets looking to continue its strong run to 
the final when it takes on GRFA, while 
at Albert Park, South Melbourne will be 
aiming to keep up the pressure on Casey, 
when it hosts Bendigo Vipers. Ashburton 
and Heidelberg meet at Ashburton Park in a 
must win game for the home side if it is to 
have a realistic chance of making the finals. 
The round wraps up on Monday night at 
Kingston Heath Soccer Complex, when 
Sandringham will be looking for another 
big scalp when it takes on Box Hill Inter.

Enough is enough. | 
have tried to hold my tongue on this 
issue, as | understand he is a popu- 
lar figure with the fans. | thought, if 
people still want to love him even 
though he rejected the contract which 
he begged for over the last twelve 
months before declaring he would 
happily play for City (his most likely 
destination) well fine, that’s their own 
prerogative.

ment, poor ball retention and an inability to 
provide us with a target up front. “Oh, but he 
worked hard” I hear you cry. To what end 
may I ask? I remember him running all the 
way back to the edge of our area to support 
the defence...only to give away a foul, mere 
steps away from the penalty area, and we 
were lucky not to concede, as Xavi’s free 
kick smacked against the post. 

That’s before we mention the fact that he 
absolutely scuffed a brilliant chance, when 
Berbatov squared a ball to him, just outside 
the six yard box only for him to miss the ball 
completely. Hardly a game changing perfor- 
mance. Ferguson picked the wrong midfield, 
which was truly the root of all our problems, 
and Tevez’ insinuation that Fergie’s biggest 
mistake was not selecting him, is pure folly.

I’m not going to say 
that it’s easy to go from being first choice 
every week to suddenly have a competitor 
who pushes you for your first team spot, 
but this is certainly over the top, and it’s 
another attempt from the Tevez camp to gain 
sympathy. Poor little Tevez, playing at Man- 
chester United, the biggest football club in 
the world, the one he “loves” so dearly, only 
starting a handful of games less than Berba- 
tov did. Poor little Tevez, missing all the big 
games, except both games against Liverpool, 
a big city derby, a Champions League semi 
final and a game against Arsenal at home, 
where a result was needed to win the league 
and a Carling Cup final, all the while earning 
massive sums of money. 

The fact that even during the 07/08 sea- 
son, yes, that’s before Berbatov even arrived 
on the scene, Tevez did not start certain 
big games, such as Lyon home and away, 
Liverpool home, Arsenal home and Chelsea 
away just goes to show that all players miss 
their big games. Shock, horror, this must 
mean that football is a squad game. So you’ ll 
excuse me if I don’t feel a lot of sympathy 
for the terrible “suffering” Tevez endured. 

I don’t think I’m exaggerating when I say 
Tevez is beginning to embarrass himself 
which such ridiculous statements to the 
press. No dignified person would continue 
to badmouth a club and manager after he 
has left, and to do it to a club where he was 
once, and by some fans still is, fiercely sup- 
ported and defended makes it all the more 
embarrassing. Hopefully this is the last time 
Ill have to read any more nonsense from the 
Tevez camp. I’m not holding my breath.

ce LEARNING CURVES 


Coaches constantly need to educate 
themselves. That is Ivan Jolic’s view. 
The former NSL star finished his B 
License accreditation in Sydney last 
week and is amazed how much he 
learned. 

“My players really noticed the difference 
in my coaching before and after I finished 
the B License. After doing my C and now 
B Licenses, and knowing what I know now, 
they have been invaluable for my coaching 
education. It is amazing how much coaches 
think they know.” 

Jolic had an extensive playing career for 
the Melbourne Knights. Since retiring he 
began coaching kids, got his C License and 
coached the Whittlesea Zebras last year 
until Round 5 this year. 

The B License accreditation is inter- 
nationally recognized and is run by the 
Asian Football Federation and Football 
Federation of Australia. Once completed 
it gives coaches more options to coach at 
A-League level or head coaching roles at 
Premier League. The course lasts for three 
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Former Zebras coach Ivan Jolic with 
Ross Antoniadis after clinching the 
Community Cup last season. 


weeks and twenty-four were selected from 
thousands of applications. 

Each day had a four-hour theory session 
in the morning followed by a practical ses- 
sion in the afternoon. 

It is thought in football circles that by 
2012, the C, B, A and Pro Licenses will be 
mandatory for coaches at state, A-League 
and premier league level, but in the mean- 
time coaches are being encouraged to 


further their education by completing these. 
This program was introduced in 2007. 

“The course incorporated the world’s 
best practices and focused on providing 
solutions to players’ programs. In particular 
we spent time learning about the 1433 for- 
mation, which is the best system for learn- 
ing and developing players,” Jolic says. 

Jolic knows all about player develop- 
ment. The former mid-fielder is currently in 
a role with the Australian Institute of Sport 
and bides his time between coaching the 
Victorian under-14 side and talent spotting 
with the Football Federation of Victorian 
Summer League program. 

Heidelberg United’s head coach George 
Katsakis said this year the hardest part of 
coaching any sport is bringing a group of 
players together to work towards a com- 
mon goal. The B License incorporated 
some of these scenarios and how to address 
them, Jolic says. 

“At what point do you intervene with 
your players? We learned about how to 
do this and to introduce game scenarios 


into sessions. Coaches are encouraged to 
move away from drills and more into game 
related formats where players have to solve 
problems as if in a match.” 

Former All White Vaughan Coveny and 
Socceroo Dean Anastasiadis also attended 
the course. Jolic says that he enjoyed 
networking as he could discuss different 
coaching philosophies with other coaches 
and former players. 

So what is next for Ivan Jolic? He would 
love to coach at A-League level at some 
stage but is looking at head coaching roles 
in the Victorian Premier League. You 
need more experience and internationally 
recognized accreditation certainly assists 
this, he says. 

Jolic is a big advocate of the advanced 
coaching programs available to Victorian 
coaches and encourages those interested to 
further their education.

RACE FOR A FINALS PLACE 


Club By Club Analysis Of The Flome Stretch In the VPL 


Chris Allo 
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s the 2009 VPL season 
rumbles closer to the 
finals series, a log- 
jammed table makes 
for a drama packed final four 
rounds of action. 

Just five points separate sec- 
ond placed South Melbourne 
and seventh placed Sunshine, 
with the stage set for an excit- 
ing final month. 

Goal!Weekly’s Chris Aloi 
takes a brief look at each team 
as they embark on the home 
stretch in their quest for finals 
football. 


Dandenong Thunder enjoy an 
eight point lead atop the table, and 
have laid down the challenge to the 
rest of the competition from day one. 
In the club’s first season in the top 
flight since 1998, the Thunder have 
lost just once and boast a talented 
squad with a great balance of high- 
quality experienced players and a 
clutch of talented, exciting youth 
which has burst onto the VPL scene. 

They should comfortably finish 
first and have a favourable draw for 
the last month of the season, which 
includes home matches against 
Richmond and Melbourne Knights 
plus an away fixture at bottom side 
Preston. The one to beat. 


South Melbourne are in second 
place have one of the strongest 
squads in the competition that 
should definitely make the finals 
after a season through which they 


have improved. They'll need to play 
well over the last month as they’re 
up against Hume City at home and 
away to Altona on the run home but 
will be a real premiership contender 
if they can win those key matches 
and finish in the top two. 


The 2008 Premiers Altona Magic 
have been quietly picking up points 
along the way and after a slow start 
to their title defence sit third on the 
table. Aside from hosting South 
Melbourne, the Magic meet no other 
side currently in the top five though 
away games at Melbourne Knights 
and Oakleigh might test them. 
Should play finals football but could 
be one to drop if they fail to get de- 
cent results. 


Since installing Andy Vlahos as 
playing coach, Hume City have 
been a dangerous opponent in the 
second half of the season and could 
be a premiership bolter. Sitting 
fourth, they still have some work to 
do to ensure a spot in the finals and 
are away to South Melbourne this 
weekend, but finish the season with 
consecutive home matches against 
Richmond and Oakleigh giving them 
every opportunity of booking their 
spot in the final five. 


Heidelberg United have occupied 
the top four for much of the season, 
but find themselves at risk of miss- 
ing finals after losing at the week- 
end. The Warriors have three of 
their last four matches at home, but 
have sides beneath them snapping 


at their heels, so they need to make 
sure of them. They face Dande- 
nong at home in the last round of 
the season, and will want to have 
made sure of their place in the finals 
before that. 


Green Gully are another side who 
have made a coaching change 
during the season, their place in 

the finals hinges on three consecu- 
tive away games coming up, two of 
those against Hume City and Heidel- 
berg. The Cavaliers have been good 
in patches this season and they can 
hurt teams on their day but need to 
lift to make finals. 


Sunshine Georgies coach Andy 
O’Dell has built a team who have 
not given an inch this season, grind- 
ing out hard-earned points away 
and giving visiting sides to Chaplin 
reserve a real battle. They have 

a decent run home with matches 
against bottom sides Preston and 
Whittlesea coming up, wins in those 
matches could see the Georgies 
sneak into the finals in their return to 
the VPL this season. A real chance. 


Oakleigh Cannons can still make 
the finals but need to lift consider- 
ably if they are to get there. The 
Cannons got on the end of a 3-0 
scoreline against Richmond at the 
weekend which would not have 
done much for their confidence. 

In their favour is hosting their next 
three matches but are it will be 
tough from here, meeting South Mel- 
bourne, Altona and away to Hume 


City on the final day of the season. 


The Melbourne Knights haven't 
had the season that the Somers St 
faithful would’ve hoped for but after 
beating Heidelberg yesterday have 
won two in a row and go into the 
home stretch with confidence. They 
travel to Dandenong next week and 
also meet Altona and host local 
rivals Sunshine before the season 
is through. A three point deduction 
doesn’t help the Knights’ cause. Still 
a mathematical chance but would 
need a massive turnaround in for- 
tunes from here on in. 


Richmond Eagles started the sea- 
son well but lost five in a row before 
beating Oakleigh at the weekend. 
Still a mathematical possibility but 
with 21 points after 18 rounds they 
have a huge task ahead of them and 
would need a lot of other results to 
go their way. The Eagles travel to 
Dandenong this weekend and if they 
became the first team to win there 
this season it may spur them to an 
unlikely appearance in the finals but 
the chances of that appear remote. 


Preston Lions and Whittlesea 
Zebras have had seasons to forget, 
the bottom placed pair assured of 
relegation to State League 1 next 
year with both clubs suffering off- 
field issues as well as on the score- 
board throughout the season. 
However, if either side show 
some late season fight and pick up 
some unlikely points they could be 
crucial to shaping the top five.

“Tt is very physical and has highly 
skillful and experienced players through- 
out all teams,” he added. 

“Tt compares to the A-league in the 


physical aspect but maybe not the skills 
side of football, thought is definitely 

a lot tougher than the National Youth 
League,” when asked to compare the dif- 
ference between the three leagues. 


THAT MEMORABLE STRIKE 
What most fans will remember most 
about Danning is his strike against Wel- 
lington Phoenix last season, one that sig- 
nalled his entry into the A-league — and 
initiated his endearment to the Sydney 
FC supporters. 

“Yes, scoring that crucial goal was the 
most unbelievable feeling I’ve ever felt. 
“To score in front of all those people 

was just such an amazing thrill.” 


YOUNG SOCCEROOS 

It remains to be seen if Danning will step 
out in the green and gold at the upcom- 
ing Under-20s World Cup in Egypt, 


given the circumstances surrounding the 
new FIFA ruling that states that overseas 
born players must spend a minimum of 
five years in their adopted country after 
the age of eighteen until they are eligible 
to represent his or her adopted country at 
any major international tournament. 

When asked of his allegiance towards 
his adopted nation, Danning reiterated 
the words that have made him one of the 
most likeable figures to emerge on the 
football scene of recent times. “I love 
Australia.”

SHIN THRILLED TO 
CALL ADELAIDE HOME 


Adelaide United 
FC’s latest signing, 
Korean midfielder 
Inseob Shin, could 
not be happier af- 
ter being snapped 
up by The Reds 
and landing his 
first professional 
contract. 

After touching down in Adelaide on 
Monday to begin his two year deal with 
United, Shin is keen to make the most 
of the opportunity to join the 2008 AFC 
Champions League finalists, and looks 
forward to repaying the faith shown in him 
by Reds Coach Aurelio Vidmar. 

“T love it here. From the moment I 
stepped into Australia it was like a picture 
in a frame. You can’t find these cities in 
Korea, I just love it here,” Shin said. 

“T think it’s a big club, they really wel- 
comed me and all I had to do for the trial 
was show myself, so I had nothing to lose.” 

Shin, who impressed during his two week 
trial with The Reds, fills the final foreign 
spot in United’s list for the upcoming 
season, and despite not being a high profile 
name, he believes he has traits to benefit 
his new team and make a positive influ- 
ence. 

“T honestly think I can. I try to play cre- 
atively, I want to score goals, make assists, 
that’s the job for me during the game I 
think,” Shin stated. 

Vidmar agrees, and says he had no res- 
ervations about bringing Shin to the club, 
even though he is untried at professional 
level. 

“T don’t think it’s a big gamble. Yeah we 
know that he hasn’t been in a professional 
setup before, and if he didn’t come here he 
would probably have been chosen in the 
K-League somewhere,” Vidmar said. 


“We think he’s got fantastic ability and he 
is a young kid at 20 years old who we think 
can improve a lot, so we’re really excited 
about him being here.” 

“T think he showed in that week he was 
here, that he can certainly step up to the 
A-League. He’s someone in the front third 
that can make things happen and he’s a 
pretty resilient young boy so we’re really 
happy.”

“That is what football is all about, you 
want to get out there and show what you 
can do and I was pleased with how it 
went,” Coyne said. 


PHOENIX FIRE IN

OPENER 


WELLINGTON Phoenix FC have 
begin their tour of China with an ex- 
cellent 2-2 draw with Chinese Super 
League side Tianjin Teda in Tianjin 
on Saturday. 

Goals to Tim Brown and Ben Sigmund 
saw the visitors take a 2-0 lead into the 
halftime break before Tianjin drew level 
through two late goals. 

Phoenix head coach Ricki Herbert was 
impressed with the efforts of his men, who 
only arrived in China on Friday after the 
marathon journey from Wellington. 

“The conditions were very hot and humid 
and that told towards the end of the match,” 
Herbert said. 

“We started very, very well and had 
them under a lot of pressure and were very 
comfortable, but it was clear we were tiring 
somewhat as the clock wound down, and 
Tianjin were able to take advantage. 

“Still, this was a very pleasing result and 
great preparation for the season ahead. We 
were able to give everyone in the squad 
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For the first time in their professional 
careers Coyne brothers, Chris and Jamie, 
lined-up in the same side and found them- 
selves playing next to each other in central 
defence following Todd’s substitution just 
before half time. 

“It’s easy to play alongside some one 
experienced (Todd) and then Jamie came in 
there and I know him in and out so it was 
good. You do build relationships, you learn 
what your goal keeper wants, how your left 
back and right back play so the more you 
can play with each other the better those 
relationships become,” Coyne said. 

Striker Branko Jelic also had his first 
outing in Glory colours as a second half 
substitute and showed he will be a menace 
in front of goal after creating several good 
chances which tested the Fury keeper. 

Mile Sterjovski also was creative in at- 
tack, teaming up with Harnwell in the first 
half to take advantage of sustained Glory 
pressure in midfield which created turn- 
overs and chances going forward. 

The first goal coming after Victor Sikora 
stole the ball at the half way mark and 
sent in a great cross to the far post which 
Sterjovski headed back into the danger area 
and Harnwell pounced to bundle a header 
over the line. 

The pair almost had another in the 36th 
minute with a carbon copy attempt how- 
ever Harnwell wasn’t able to jump high 
enough to direct the header goal bound. 

Unfortunately that was to be the last 
piece of play for Harnwell who fell to the 
ground clutching his left leg and had to be

The Phoenix started brightly and early 
pressure resulted in the opening goal when 
Leo Bertos’ 14th-minute free kick was 
turned back by striker Chris Greenacre to 
Brown, who smashed his shot from the six- 
yard box past the Tianjin keeper.

But the sapping conditions took a toll 
on the Phoenix and Tianjin opened their 
account in the 74th minute from the penalty 
spot before levelling the scores with 10 
minutes left. 

Herbert said the Phoenix were now look- 
ing forward to their second match of the 
tour, against Guangzhou Pharmaceuticals 
on Tuesday, with real confidence. 

“Of course there are things we need to 
work on but I’m really pleased with this

Chelsea: A Club For Over Mature Adults Only 


A month or two into Guus Hiddink’s 
temporary reign at Chelsea | won- 
dered what the fuss was all about. 

I won’t go into the intricacies of the 
article I wrote on my blog but whilst the 
English press (as well as John Terry and 
the rest of the Chelsea squad) were fawn- 
ing over the Dutchman I expressed a view 
that in order to be considered a success 
Hiddink had to top Avram Grant’s 2nd 
place in the league and the UCL Final 
place. They failed on both counts and, 
though they won an FA Cup, last season 
could hardly be considered a success. 

So another season rolls around for 
Chelsea and with another new coach. With 
each change we’re meant to be convinced 
this is the man to put them back on top 
the EPL and compete with Europe’s elite. 
If hyping up a coach were an Olympic 
sport... well you know the rest. 


Will this really be a new dawn at Chel- 
sea or the same old thing? What can we 
expect with the new coach? 

Let me tell you what we can’t expect. 

JT said a few days into Carlo’s reign that 
the appointment of the Italian meant they 
would be able to attract world class play- 
ers to Chelsea. Complete rubbish. 

My theory on John Terry is he must have 
a puppet double, one he’s programmed 
with the same lines every time a new 
coach is hired. To be fair maybe Pato did 
want to go to Chelsea but to suggest that 
they are a more attractive side for the best 
players in the world because of Carlo is 
like saying a better class of person would 
shop at the local discount store if Brad Pitt 
was the manager. 

It’s the club that primarily attracts the 
players and not the coach. Put it this way, 
if I coached Barca do you think world 
class players would be put off coming just 
because they had an inexperienced and 
incompetent coach? Chelsea still has to 
create a rich history, one that stretches into 
decades and not just years, and then they 
will attract players that truly want to play 
there. A new stadium might help too. 

So what about this new dawn then under 
Coach Carlo, what does it hold? Given the 
lack of transfer activity at Chelsea, and 
with 4 weeks to go until the season starts, 
there doesn’t seem to be much change at 
The Bridge. 

There will, however, be a change in the 
type of football the blues play next season. 
Ancelotti likes his teams to play a short 
passing game with the accent on being pa- 
tient and waiting for openings. Get ready 
for a lot of lateral passing. Some of Mi- 
lan’s play last year was pedestrian, almost 
at walking pace, though I suspect Carlo 
will adapt his style to the EPL by playing 
a quicker passing game. Chelsea has the 
players to fit his style and it could even 
mean a resurgence for Deco, especially as 
it looks like there are no bidders for him. 

Ancelotti plays a variety of formations 
but the one he’! most likely use at Chelsea 
is a 4-1-3-2 with one (sometimes two) de- 
fensive midfielders, a playmaker and two 
attacking midfielders. In Essien and Mikel 
Obi he has the two defensive midfield- 
ers, Deco could yet be his playmaker and 
though at Milan he had Kaka, at Chelsea 
he has a very good substitute in Lampard. 
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Carlo Ancelotti: The Italian became Chelsea’s sixth manager in nine years during the EPL off season. 


His patient style of play will suit Chel- 
sea’s older players as will his propensity 
to work with veteran players. The Italian 
is, however, caught between playing the 
formation he is used to and keeping with 
the 4-5-1 formation Chelsea have adopted 
over the years. My view is he’ll go with 
his own formation; it’Il be his way or the 
highway. 


But will this bring success? 

The Italian’s last two years at Milan 
have mirrored the mediocrity of Chelsea. 
Starved of funds at San Siro he made do 
with pieces of a puzzle that when fitted 
together sometimes resembled a Picasso 
and at other times looked like something 
not even fit for my bathroom wall. 

The relative lack of success both have 
endured over the past two years means I 
have low expectations of Chelsea for this 
coming season. The other reason for this is 
simple — there are two other teams better 
than them (Liverpool and Man Utd) and 
with an Arsenal side at full strength and a 
Manchester City side that will be as pre- 
dictable as the lottery numbers it is hard to 
see Chelsea winning the league with what 
they have, considering what they are up 
against. 


The more pressing concerns for Chel- 
sea fans has to be the future of the club, 
especially as Abramovich has kept his 
hands firmly in his deep pockets so far this 
off-season. The insistence last year by the 
executives at Chelsea that funds will have 
to be raised through player sales rather 
than hand outs had previous manager 
Luiz Felipe Scolari less than happy. Given 
that the only players worth a high market 
value are their defenders (Terry, A Cole, 
and Bosingwa), this underlines the main 
problem at Chelsea. 

The youth system took a back seat under 
Jose Mourinho, a man who is only ever 


concerned about the short-term and sign- 
ing experienced players. One thing Ance- 
lotti may do that isn’t as well publicised 
is promote more young players to the first 
team squad or at least show some interest 
in the youth team, even if only due to lack 
of funds. 

If the current trends at Chelsea continue 
I can only see a gradual decline (one that 
seems to have already started) for the 
first team and with no youth team players 
to replace them the squad will get older 
and older to the point where a complete 
overhaul is needed, just like the squad at 
AC Milan. 

The process is reversible. If, in the next 
few years, they can focus of the youth 
system and focus on buying players under 
25 rather than over, (as well as discard- 
ing the deadwood veterans) then in a few 
years the squad will have a fresh look 
about it. I’m not sure the hierarchy at the 
Bridge share my views. Now would be 
a great time to offload several players 
like Malouda, Anelka, Kalou and Ballack 
while they can still get some market value 
for them. But having extended Ballack’s 
contract this off season I don’t see them 
changing much about their squad. Abra- 
movich doesn’t seem to mind taking a 
shirt-term view, hence his frequent hiring 
and firing. 

It’s a shame because though the afore- 
mentioned players are good, getting rid 

of them would achieve two things; free 

up space to bring in younger players (not 
necessarily guys from the youth team) and 
would allow them to buy one or two top 
quality players rather than have four or 
five mediocre ones. 

That’s why it was no surprise to hear 
Chelsea linked with Pato though it would 
be a huge mistake if the other Milan 
player, Andrea Pirlo, were allowed to 
don a blue shirt. He does not fit the age 
requirements and surely there must be a 


young playmaker out there (Yoann Gour- 
cuff — 23 - who Ancelotti criminally sold 
to Bordeaux). Young players are unpre- 
dictable and inconsistent, which explains 
why Carlo isn’t a fan. But that unpredict- 
ability, especially going forward, is what 
they need. 

The fear I have is that, like with Gour- 
cuff, Chelsea do not have the patience or 
inclination to sign players that need to 
grow a little. They could take a leaf out of 
Arsenal’s book by signing a few younger 
players. 


What about the squad and team as a 
whole? 

Defensively they are in fine shape and in 
midfield I don’t see many changes being 
made though I would love to see a play- 
maker like Gourcuff or Hamsik. If Drogba 
were to get injured they would lose not 
only his goals but his presence. The jury 
is out on whether Anelka can score goals 
consistently at the highest level and 
against the best teams and if I can say that 
about a 30 year-old that isn’t a good sign. 


So where will Chelsea be in one year? 
Given Chelsea are a year older and no 
better than last year I think we could be 
seeing a Chelsea team clinging by its 
fingertips to a spot in the top four, as will 
Carlo to his job. Over the next few years 
they’Il need to maintain a delicate balance 
between youth and experience if they are 
ever to rise to the top of the EPL summit. 
In the short term, over the upcoming sea- 
son Zhirkov needs to provide an injection 
of creativity in wide areas to supplement 
Joe Cole or else Abramovich will have to 
feed more cash to the ailing old man that 
is Chelsea FC. If he doesn’t we could be 
turning off the life support machine on 
their UCL qualification and people will 
look back on Avram Grant’s reign with 
nostalgia instead of indifference.

The Quest For France 1998 


BLAST FROM THE PAST 


David Hill, Terry Venables and The Great Gamble of 1997 


In 1997 Australia came closest at 
any time since 1974 to reaching 
the final competition for the World 
Cup, this time only the interven- 
tion of a serial pest and a coaching 
blunder deprived the Socceroos. 
But the gamble which lay behind 
this attempt almost bankrupted the 
custodians of the game and con- 
tributed to the destructive period 
which followed. 

Australia’s dreams of World Cup quali- 
fication ended in front of 85,000 fans at 
the MCG on a Saturday night in Novem- 
ber after leading Iran by two goals to nil 
with less than twenty minutes to play. The 
final score of two-all left the aggregate 
over the home and away matches at three 
apiece, but Iran had two away goals and 
Australia only one, and in these circum- 
stances that was enough to see the visitor 
through to the last place at France 98. 

Australia could have been five goals 
ahead inside the first five minutes, with 
Aurelio Vidmar having three great op- 
portunities himself. Inside 30 seconds 
Geelong’s Steve Horvat found striker 
Mark Viduka and his cross left Vidmar 
clear with only the keeper to beat, but 
the Iranian skipper spread himself and 
held the shot. A shot on the turn a minute 
later was tipped on to the top of the net, 
then Viduka had a header blocked as the 
keeper was impeded. 

The barrage continued with Craig 
Moore getting the ball past Abadza- 
deh only for Sadavisad to clear off the 
goal-line, then wing back Stan Lazaridis 
forced the keeper into a double save 
with one hand. Finally Vidmar ham- 
mered a Ned Zelic free-kick which struck 
Pasharzadeh on the head just under the 
cross bar and ball spun over the top as 
the stunned defender wondered what had 
happened. Still the watch had not ticked 
past six minutes. 

Relentless waves of Australian attacks, 
most initiated down the left by slalom- 
ing runs from Lazaridis, finally paid off 
in 31 minutes, when Vidmar got clear on 
the edge of the box. His driven cross was 
just beyond the diving Mark Viduka, but 
Kewell was at the far post to thump the 
ball high into the net for his second goal 
in two matches. Australian keeper Mark 
Bosnich had not had a save to make in 
the first half till two minutes before the 
interval when he had to sprint off his line 
to save at the feet of Mahdavikia. 

The second half began like the first and 
in 47 minutes Lazaridis put over a bril- 
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Mark Viduka’s anguish as a penalty 
claim goes unheeded seconds be- 
fore Australia’s second goal.

The ball was played into space on the 
right of the Australian goal area and 
Vidmar and Craig Moore closed down 
Khodadad Azizi, the diminutive Koln 
striker, but unluckily Moore’s stabbed 
attempt to get the ball away went straight 
back to Azizi who squeezed the ball 
through to midfielder Karim Bagheri. 
Bagheri put the ball away before Horvat 
or Bosnich, who was committed on the 
near post, could intervene. Five minutes 
later with Australia in disarray an attempt 
to play offside came unstuck and Azizi 
ran through to score the decisive goal. 
Australia threw on Emie Tapai, Graham 
Arnold and Tony Vidmar in a desperate 
attempt to score a third goal which would 
ensure a ticket to France, but time ran out. 

At the end Terry Venables was left 
with an unbeaten record as a coach and 
yet failed to get his team over the hurdle 
which mattered. It is arguable that he was 
outcoached on this occasion, as he failed 
to bring on Milan Ivanovic to help close 
out the game before the decisive double 
substitution by his Iran counterpart. 

‘Everything we wanted to do we did, 
but we could not finish them off’, he said 
afterwards, ‘At times we looked as good 
as any team you will see in the competi- 
tion. The players are devastated. They are 
a terrific set of guys. I am proud of the 
way they went about the game. They have 
done Australia proud. It is going to be 
very hard to raise them after this’. 

His opposite number, Valdier Vierra, 
born in Brazil, who was appointed to 
coach the Iran Olympic team, but then 
found himself in charge of the senior 
squad three weeks ago, was a fascinat- 
ing character. He seemed to do very little 
hands on coaching and gave all the credit 
to his players, especially the goalkeeper 
and to god, but he had planned to weather 
the Australian storm and then bring on 
his mobile midfield/attackers if circum- 
stances warranted and he was vindicated. 
His vision and humanity came through on 
the pitch after the match, when he said, 

‘IT know how the 1974 Australian play- 
ers will be feeling after this and all the 
youngsters who have made the current 
squad their heroes. In Iran we made the 
play and could not win. Australia did 

it here and was very unlucky. God has 
helped us and our fighting spirit. Perhaps 
the Iranian people will get help from this 
victory’.

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Campbelltown has held onto top spot and 
extended its lead to five points after it held 
on for a 1-0 win over second placed Metro 
Stars.

With key striker Tolgay Ozbey away in

His colleagues were beginning to 
dictate the play, however, and the succeeding 
minutes saw a number of half-chances for 
the hosts. Chris Triantis’s corner was headed 
off the line on 18 minutes, and a minute later 
Matthew Mayora sent a precise pass through 
to Anthony Hartshorn, making a diagonal run 
in from the left, but the latter was unable to 
beat Ivan Necevski with his prodded shot.
